What is claimed is: 

l. A system for managing a develo] ment project, said system comprising: 
means for generating a pe rsonal file for a customer; 
at least one database havi lg data; 

means for allowing said customer to select at least one selected feature 
from at least one of said database; and 

means for viewing said at feast one selected graphic. 



2. The system according to Claim l further comprising: 

means for providing repeated access for said customer. 



3. The system according to Claim 1 further comprising: 

means for allowing said customer to allow access to other types of 

users. 

4. The system according to Claim 1 whjerein said customer can access schedule of 
other users. 



5. The system according to Claim 1 wherein said means for viewing is a printing 
unit allowing said customer to print at least pne selected graphic thereon. 



6. The system according to Claim 5 wherein said printing unit prints proofs 
based on customer selection.

21. The system according to Claim 18 wherein said application module provides 
automatic cost adjustment in response to a change in said project. 



22. The system according to Claim 18 whe rein said application module provides a 
heuristic suggestion algorithm for providing refined suggestions to said customer.
